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Continuation of 13. Other: Amended claims 1, 4, 5, 8-10, 24 and 31 are allowed over the closest reference, Tsutsui et al. (U.S. 5,336,746), 
as indicated in the office action dated November 7, 2007. Claim status indicated in paragraph 1 of the office action dated December 13, 
2007, was incorrect, as indicated by Applicant. That claim 28 included the subject matter of intervening claim 21 was overlooked by the 
examiner. The rejection of claims 64-71 over Tsutsui et al. (5,336,746) has been maintained; claim amendment does not exclude the 
terpolymer described in the prior art (terpolymer has 90-99 mole % of units derived from propylene, 0.5-9.5 mole % of units derived from 
ethylene, and 0.5-9.5 mole % of units derived from C4-C20 alpha olefin). Applicant has provided cogent argument regarding polymers of 
examples 10 and 11, however, these polymers were prepared with a catalyst containing unsubstituted bis(indenyl) hafnocenes. It is not 
clear that the same characteristics are exhibted in polymers prepared with catalysts of Tsutsui et al. containing 4- and 7-substituted 
bis(indenyl)hafnocenes. In light of these considerations, the rejection has been maintained.
